And the Weſtern 
Aſſizes in King Fames's Reign, diſpoſed thoſe 
Countries to receive the Prince of Orange 
With Open Arms, and did not a little contri- 
bute to the general Averſion towards that 
_ unhappy King and his Miniſtry; and that 
brought about the Revolution As if Provi- 
dence were reſolved ſooner or later to turn 
the Weapons of Malice and Revenge upon 
thoſe, who ſeem to be the fondeſt of them.
